Travellers who use the through line from Now
York to Washington are greatly inconvenienced
by the arrengements now In foree on that line,
and are clamorons shat Uongress shall adopt o
Lill charterlog a new alr-line railroad company,
that cannotbe bought up or merged into exist-
ing corporations. As (he present arangements
are, !iullu comfort is afforded the traveller. In
Baltimore the sleepor is aroused by a horrid
bawling sound that lssues from o tha qorn during
the snnil’s-pace transit by horse-power throngh
that city. *Uhis Iz kept up for thirty minutes
durmng the trip between Camden and President
stations, The transier asround Philadelphin is
done amid bumping and whistlings from dono-
key-engines, canging a delay of thirty minutes
more, durlug which time it is lmpossible to
slecp. The managers seem to tike little Interest
in the comfort of the traveller.  He s told when
he falls to get o scat to stnnd up or go b}; BOme
other line. The regular car for FPhiladelphia
leaving Washington at 1245 In the day, isan old,
wortn-out, broken-down sleeping car, which
comes down perain ot night o accommodate
sleepers, It smells like a police headquarters
or o Philladelplia court house.  The same depot
accommodntions nsed here now were considered
insuflicient twenty years ago. Sometimes the
reéar cara upon arnival of a train st Baltimore,
Jorsey City, or Washington are three huodroed
feet ont in the mad, and passcengers are obligad
to walk through it to the depot or go throngh
tha cars, which latter is very disagreeable and
dangerous to aged pergons. Those who reach
the train too late to buy o ticket must pay 35
cents extra between here and Bultlmore, 25 cents
extra to go through PBaltimore, and an addi-
tional extra charge on each of the three other
roads he pusses over before reaching New York.
The same rule works both ways. In most cnses
these extra charges fall upon poor persons who
do not know the requirements oxncted by the
five companies between Washiungton, Baltimore,
Philadelphia, and New York.
